Byrd Antarctic Stamp 


Another Living American to be Honored by A Special Postage Stamp 


Postmaster General Farley today 
announced that the Post Office De- 
partment will issue a special three- 
cent postage stamp in commemoration 
of the Byrd Antarctic Expedition. 
These stamps will be for use on let- 
ters mailed through the Little Amer- 
ica post office, which is to be estab- 
lished at the base camp of the Ex- 
pedition in the vicinity of the South 
Pole. 

The new Little America stamp is 
being issued solely for use on mail 
matter of the Antarctic Expedition 
and will not be placed on sale at post 
offices for use on ordinary domestic 
mail. As the Post Office Department 
has no means of providing philatelic 
mail transportation to Little America 
other than through the facilities of 
the Byrd 1933 Antarctic Expedition, 
arrangements have been made with 
the Expedition to accept covers for 
mailing through the Little America 
post office, bearing appropriate post- 
mark, at a service charge of 50 cents 
for each letter, exclusive of the post- 
age rate of three cents. 

Collectors desiring Little America 
cancellations may send the desired 
number of addressed covers under 
separate wrapper plainly marked 
“Byrd Antarctic Expedition, c/o 
Postmaster, Norfolk, Virginia”, in 
time to be received not later than Oc- 
tober 8, the sailing date of the Ex- 
pedition from that port. These cov- 
ers must be accompanied with a 
postal money order remittance of 53 
cents for each cover, money order to 
be made payable to the Byrd Ant- 
arctic Expedition, Norfolk, Virginia. 
Postage stamps will not be accepted 
in payment. 

_ After October 8, collectors desir- 
Ing the Little America postmark 
must send all covers to the “Byrd 
Antarctic Expedition, c/o  Post- 
master, Washington, D. C.”, from 
which point the covers will be for- 





warded to the Little America post 
office for postmarking and return. A 
money order remittance of 53 cents 
must accompany each cover, of 
course. 

Provision is being made to have 
covers submitted after October 8, but 
not later than November 10, for- 
warded by regular mail steamers to 
Dunedin, New Zealand, in time to 
connect with the Expedition, before 
its departure from that point to 
Little America, about January 1, 
1934. Covers taken with the Expedi- 
tion to Little America will be dis- 
patched on the supply ship returning 
to Dunedin and should reach ad- 
dresses in the United States in the 
early Summer of 1934. 

Covers will continue to be received 
by the Expedition Office in Washing- 
ton, D. C., until about November 1, 
1934, approximately the latest date 
mail can be forwarded to Dunedin, 
New Zealand, in time to reach the 
relief ship before its sailing for 
Little America to return the Expedi- 
tion from the Antarctic. These covers 
will reach addressees approximately 
one year later than those carried to 
Little America on the first trip. 

Stamp collectors desiring Little 
America stamps for collection pur- 
poses only may obtain same from the 
Philatelic Agency, Post Office De- 
partment, Washington, D. C., where 
they will be available at their face 
value of three cents starting October 
9, 1933. 

The new stamp will be identical in 
size and shape as Special Delivery 
stamps, 0.83 by 1.42 inches, arranged 
vertically, and will be surrounded by 
a narrow double line border. The col- 
or will be navy blue. Across the top 
of the stamp in solid Roman, ar- 
ranged in two lines is the inscription, 
“Byrd Antarctic Expedition II’. In 
the center of the stamp is a large 
geographic globe, the sides of which 





are partly hidden behind the border. 
Routes of the several Byrd flights are 
depicted by dotted lines with the 
dates thereof in solid Gothic. Pro- 
posed new flights to the Antarctic 
and the South Pole are also indicated. 
The position of the base camp is 
marked by a solid dark circle, with 
the wording “Little America” in solid 
Gothic extending parallel with the 
line of longitude extending West of 
the base. Within a circle of white 
ground and double line border in each 
lower corner is the numeral “3” in 
solid color. At the bottom of the 
stamp is a narrow horizontal panel 
with white ground containing the 
word “Cents” in solid Gothic. In a 
ribbon panel directly above are the 
words “U. S. Postage’, also in solid 
Gothic lettering. A clouded effect, 
heavy below and lighter at the top, 
— a background for the central 
globe. 


Blue Eagle 





Nira, Iowa, was made famous by 
the National Industrial Recovery Act 
and now we learn of another town 
that would become just as famous if 
it had a post office but a search of 
the Postal Guide fails to show an 
office listed at this place. 

We refer to Blue Eagle, Nevada. 
It is said that this town was named 
by a Government surveyor about the 
time General Hugh S. Johnson was 
in his crib. About a half century ago 
a surveyor named it when he saw the 
likeness of a mighty eagle carved by 
nature in the mountain side above the 
little oasis settlement at the foot of 
Grand range on Nevada’s eastern 
border. The blue haze of the moun- 
tain country draped it. The town’s 
population is 13 now. 
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50 Cent Zeppelin Stamp 





NNOUNCEMENT was made to- 

day by Postmaster General 

Farley that the special Graf 

Zeppelin stamp of the fifty 

cent denomination for use on 

air mail matter carried on the flight 

of the Graf Zeppelin from Germany to 

the Century of Progress Exposition 

at Chicago will be first placed on sale 

at New York City on October 2 and 

at Chicago, Miami, and Akron as 

soon as distribution will permit and 

continue until after completion of the 
flight. 

The stamp is the same shape and 
size as the current air mail stamp. 
The central design is a representation 
of the Graf Zeppelin over the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. To the right appears the 
hangar at Friedrichschafen, and to 
the left is shown the Federal Build- 
ing at the Century of Progress Ex- 
position. Across the top of the stamp 
appear the words: “United States 
Postage,” in solid Roman letters, and

“A Century of Progress Flight” in 
smaller Gothic type. In a large oval 
with dark background below the cen- 
tral design is the denomination desig- 
nation “50c” in white lettering. The 
stamp is inclosed in a border formed 
by two narrow parallel lines. 

Postmasters at the above post of- 
fices will accept addressed covers from 
collectors for dispatch on the Graf 
Zeppelin between such points as may 
be desired, the covers to be accom- 
panied by a postal money order re- 
mittance for the value of the stamps 
required to be attached. 

Covers intended for mailing from 
Friedrichshafen must reach the post- 
master at New York not later than 
October 4. 


For the benefit of stamp collectors, | VALUE 


the new 50-cent Zeppelin stamp will 
be available for purchase from the 
Philatelic Agency, Post Office Depart- 
ment, beginning October 5, 1933. The 
Agency will not, however, prepare 
covers for mailing on that date. To 
receive prompt attention, orders to 
the Philatelic Agency for the new 
Zeppelin stamp should be limited to 
this single item. 

As the special Zeppelin stamp is 
being issued solely for use on mail 
matter carried on the flight of the 
Graf Zeppelin to the Century of Pro- 
gress Exposition, supplies thereof 
will not be issued to post offices as 
provided above. 


Worry and Joy 





A letter from Mr. Finley Clark, 
Postmaster at Morganton, N. C., calls 
attention to some errors in our pre- 
vious statements about the postoffices 
at Worry and Joy in North Carolina. 

Brieflly this is what happened. 
There has been a postoffice named 
Worry also one named Joy for some 
time past. Prior to August 31st, no- 
tice was served on the postmaster or 
rather postmistress at Joy that her 
= was to be closed after August 

st. 

Thus the letter that was referred to 
in our issue of September 16 was 
mailed on the last day of Joy and 
was backstamped at Worry, another 
office. It was intended that patrons 
of the postoffice at Joy could go to 
Worry in the future for their mail. 
The people of Joy kicked so hard that 
the closing order was rescinded but 
it did not reach the postmistress there 
until late on the day of September 1, 
so that the office was actually. closed 
on this date and reopened again on 
September 2. 

We were under the impression that 
the name of Joy had been changed to 
Worry and as we noted in last week’s 
paper that the rescinding order had 
changed it back to Joy. This, how- 
ever, was incorrect information and 
the actual facts are as stated above. 

Now everyone oughta be happy.

UNITED STATES—Dropped Perforations. 
Periodically we receive a block of stamps from 
some reader calling our attention to a missing 
perforation on some current stamp, and ask- 
ing that we note same in this column. While 
such items may find a place in the collection 
of the owner, we do not feel that sufficient 
importance is attached to this matter as to 
justify noting here. Neither do we feel that 
the time will ever come in which such things 
as missing perforations will find a place in 
any of the standard catalogs, other than is 
now the case, where an entire row has been 
missed.

It’s green this year, a handsome 
book which appeals to us more and 
more in the new large size page style 
and it’s much more convenient and 
handy to use. 

It never has been our idea to collect 
stamps with a view to how much they 
go up or down in the catalogue. We 
collect them because we like the game 
and what they catalog at this year or 
next year has never influenced us as to 
what to buy or what not to buy so 
that those who want to know about 
prices will have to get a copy and look 
for themselves. 

In some cases they are up and in 
some down. Any argument as to the 
justice of any price can probably find 
as many supporters on one side as 
on the other. It’s not what it cata- 
logues at that make so much differ- 
ence as what you can buy or sell it 
for. 

Everyone is predicting a big year 
for stamp collecting and if predic- 
tions are correct there will doubtless 
be a lot of put-it-offs who will be look- 
ing for a dealer who has a catalog to 
sell before the first of the year. 

We learn that the animal on the 
North Borneo stamp is not a Bull 
Durham Bull as it has been labeled 
but is a “Banteng, semi-wild Ox”. 

The 10c 1847 drops from $35 to $30, 
yet you can still get handsome copies 
for $20 to $25. 

The current $5.00 stamp drops to 
$1.75 and handsome copies are still 
available at $1.25 to $1.50 so catalog 


prices will not affect these stamps. 
The rare lake shade in the York- 
town stamp is not mentioned, a varie- 
ty that appears as rare as the red 
violet in the 8c Victory stamp and 
certainly a stamp that is as lake as 
the 2c 1890, yet it finds no space in 
the catalog while heaps of other 
shadier shades are listed. 

Perhaps the Specialized which is 
due October 2 may carry a listing on 
this new rarity.
